OHS Kindergarten Postponed One Week 

Old Hammondtown School (OHS) in 
Mattapoisett has experienced a mold problem for the past 
several weeks. The school's new air conditioning equip- 
ment did not perform according to specifications during 
the hot, humid weather and, unfortunately, a wet mold- 
friendly environment developed in many areas of the 
building.

• Copy of a letter from Tighe & Bond requesting 
that a reduction in the frequency of groundwater monitor- 
ing at the landfill from semi-annual to annual monitoring 
be considered by the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). The reduction in sampling and analysis 
will save the town significant funds while maintaining the 
groundwater monitoring program. 

Selectman Denham next provided an update on 
the status of the interview process being conducted for 
the selection of a Town Administrator. The board received 
a total of 45 applications which they narrowed down to 
seven applicants. After interviewing all seven, the board 
has agreed upon three highly qualified finalists. The three 
finalists will be interviewed during the September 8 
Selectmen's meeting in Open Session. The finalists for the 
position of Town Administrator are: 

• Michael J. Botelho, 165 North Avenue, 
Rockland, MA; 

• John R Dolan Jr., PO. Box 373, Westport Point, 
MA; and 

• Robert T. Reed, 106 Fisher Street, Medway, MA. 
Selectman Lombard suggested the idea that 

perhaps it would be advantageous to consider having a 
company evaluate the roads in Mattapoisett with regard 
to condition, improvement, and upkeep as part of a 
capital plan.

added. 

Mr. Huntoon said he would keep the Chief 
Dispatcher's position posted "in house'' for another week 
and then advertise it outside town. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz to review two articles being proposed for 
the October Special Town Meeting warrant. The board 
had some questions about the articles, including whether 
the minimum lot size was simply two or more acres. Mr. 
Kunz said the articles, if passed, would revert the mini- 
mum lot size to two acres. 

''So you're bringing it back to a two-acre (mini- 
mum) lot," Chairman Parker said. "I just wanted to know 
what the bottom line was ... it's going to be two acres, 
(and) so much of it has to be upland." 

Building Inspector Bob Francis was asked to sit in 
and admitted some of the confusion was caused by the 
fact that two different definitions utilized the term "build- 
able area" in the by-laws. To him, "uplands" and "build- 
able" do not imply the same thing. 

"This correction will bring us back to the original 
(interpretation)," Selectman Laboa said. "We're basically 
just changing the language so we can continue doing it 
the way we've been doing it." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to place 
the article on the October 6 Special Town Meeting as 
submitted by Mr. Kunz. 

Police Chief Paul Magee then briefly noted the 
Police Department had acquired a new replacement police 
cruiser earlier in the day and he wanted to show it to the 
board members. After the meeting, they viewed the 
vehicle parked outside the Town Hall. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted they have thus far sent out 17 Requests 
for Proposals (RFPs) for the Memorial School Renovation 
Project. He added that given this year's enrollment, the 
need for expansion is very timely. "There is a net increase 
of 43 new students in K-6 at Memorial School," Mr. 
Huntoon said. 

Mr. Huntoon also noted the Board of Assessors

Eastover Farm. Lastly, Mr. Huntoon said he sanctioned a 
Blood Drive to be held at the Rochester Senior Center and 
he needed the board's blessing to authorize payment to 
the building's janitor for the overtime worked. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Board of Health 
(BOH) Chairman John Lafreniere to discuss an upcoming 
annual meeting with representatives from SEMASS. He 
also wanted to assure the board that SEMASS is commit- 
ted to working with the town in light of the concerns 
raised recently by Selectman Nunes. 

'Td like to have the support of the Board of 
Selectmen to come to that meeting,'' Mr. Lafreniere said. 
"If the board wants to get into other issues, or talk to 
SEMASS about other issues, it can be brought up at that 
time. I think it's important for the Selectmen to be there." 

The board agreed to attend the meeting and 
Selectman Laboa added he had a brief conversation with 
Selectman Nunes over the weekend about his call to 
monitor SEMASS' progress.

Resident and Industrial Development Commis- 
sion (IDC) member Justin Shay was present at the meeting 
and said he was the one who initiated the inquiry into 
SEMASS which Selectman Nunes made at subsequent 
meetings. "It just made sense to me to familiarize myself 
with their operations," Mr. Shay said. "I didn't intend for 
it to offend (SEMASS).

care what our vision is for them/' Chairman Parker said. 
'There was a time when the town was intruding into 
SEMASS' business. SEMASS felt that in order to do their 
job, they wanted to restrict (town) contact to one person. 
They suggested the town select one person to be the 
liaison between the town (and them).'' 

Mr. Shay said he felt compelled to inquire of the 
town's key revenue source as a member of the IDC. 

"John Lafreniere is the contact between the town 
and SEMASS," Selectman Laboa said. "Just be careful that 
when you're representing (yourself as the) IDC you're 
representing something that came out of a meeting. I'd 
love to see you get the new and old (IDC) members going 
... that's been the problem. No one is (taking the lead) 
now." 

As a former member of the IDC, Selectman Laboa 
did see the group playing a role in keeping lines of 
communication between the town and SEMASS open, 
however. "I don't think we've been real proactive with 
what the town could do for SEMASS (either)," he said. "I

Marci X. Starring Lisa Kudrow and Damon 
Wayans. Directed by Richard Benjamin. Run- 
ning time: 100 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Marci X is the kind of terrible movie Fm almost glad F ve seen, 
because this year probably won't bring a worse movie than this. 
Lisa Kudrow must also be glad that it's finally come out (after 
something like two years on the shelf), so that she can deal with 
it and move on with her life; she may have been dreading the 
film's inevitable release the way a failing student dreads a report 
card. Marci X ties with Almost Heroes as the worst movie featuring 
a Friends cast member, and the saddest part is that Kudrow is the 
best actor on the show (rent The Opposite of Sex if you don't believe 
me) . This is an entirely laughless comedy written by, of all people, 
Paul Rudnick {In & Out, the Addams Family movies), who usually 
knows what's funny; he sure as hell forgot while writing this one. 

Kudrow is Marci Feld, a Jewish- American Princess whose 
dad (director Richard Benjamin) owns a rap label that's just put 
out a raunchy, "controversial" new album by the smooth gangsta 
rapper Dr. S (Damon Wayans). A conservative senator (Christine 
Baranski) condemns the album, which features such gentle ditties 
as "The Power in My Pants." The resultant hubbub hospitalizes 
Marci's father with a bad case of stress; Marci takes over and tries 
to convince Dr. S to apologize or at least clean up his image. 
Combative at first, the white Jewish darling and the black play a 
learn to respect each other and even fall in love. 

Rudnick approaches this story as a farce ungrounded in any 
reality known on Earth. The narrative beats in which Marci and 
Dr. S warm to each other are completely fake — ironic for a movie 
that keeps talking about "being real." When Dr. S forces Marci to 
rap in front of a hostile club audience, she stumbles at first but 
then improvises a hip-hop number called "The Power in My 
Purse," and everyone in the house goes nuts over it. I don't think 
so. When Cameron Diaz did this sort of thing in Charlie's Angels, 
giggling through her geeky white dance moves on Soul Train, we 
bought it because we, as well as the primarily black people in the 
club, got caught up in her sincere joy at being up there. No such 
luck with Kudrow, who looks faintly embarrassed. 



The movie shows affection for pampered Jewish women — 
Marci's three debutante friends (Jane Krakowski, Veanne Cox 
and Sherie Rene Scott) are mildly amusing, a sort of Huey, Dewey 
and Louie Greek chorus supporting Marci. But Rudnick doesn't 
have the same instinct for hip-hop culture — he seems to base his 
satire on stuff he's seen on entertainment TV shows. A sequence 
lampooning the P. Diddy /J.Lo gunplay-in-the-club incident falls 
flat, and most of the black characters are cartoons seen from the 
outside (whereas the cartoonish Jews at least come from Rudnick's 
own firsthand observation, one assumes — look at his long- 
running "Libby Gelman-Waxner" columns in Premiere magazine, 
for instance). Marci X is too airheaded to be truly racist; it's just 
clueless. 

An interesting comedy could've been made about the un- 
likely parallels between the baubles of rich Jews and the bling- 
bling hip -hop culture, and there is a quick scene in which Marci 
and Dr. S rather bitchily compare furs and jewelry. That bit shows 
Rudnick in his element — a generous satirist commenting on 
surfaces — but the rest of the movie feels like padding; even a 
meant-to-be-wicked sequence recasting a boy band (here called 
Boys R Us) as wholesome gay boys misses the mark. (Rudnick, 
who's gay, must've been wanting to parody crypto-queer boy 
bands for ages and finally saw his chance here, but couldn't he 
have made it funnier?) As for Kudrow, the most encouraging 
thing I saw regarding her career was the trailer for Wonderland, an 
upcoming drama she's in, that played before Marci X. She'll 
bounce back from this, if she remembers to stay away from "high- 
concept" comedies.

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Gone With The Wind

Fm certain the irony of being diagnosed with termi- 
nal, inoperable lung cancer in September of 2002 and then 
outliving his doctor's prognosis by more than nine months 
is not lost on singer-songwriter Warren Zevon. The ac- 
claimed artist, probably best known for the bouncy piano- 
driven "Werewolves of London,'' has always been fasci- 
nated with death, sort of like a modern-day Edgar Allan 
Poe who's opted to share his morbid thoughts through 
music rather than prose and poetry 

After all, Zevon's ersatz logo is a grinning skull wear- 
ing sunglasses with a clenched cigarette in its teeth and he 
is the proud author of such satirical songs as "I'll Sleep 
When I'm Dead," "Roland the Headless Thompson Gun- 
ner" and "Things To Do in Denver When You're Dead." 
Maybe this fascination stems from Zevon's self-destruc- 
tive tendencies when he became the unwitting poster child 
for rock 'n' roll excess in the late 1970s with notorious drug 
and drinking binges. Although he managed to survive and 
clean up his act, so-to-speak, the Grim Reaper that so of- 
ten made cameo appearances in his past work has now 
forced the performer to make a final curtain call. 

A true rock-and-roller, Zevon wasn't willing to just 
"fade away" and he opted to go out with a bang instead of 
a whimper. For the past year he struggled through pain 
and painkillers to complete a final album titled The Wind 
which was released this past week. As a longtime fan of 
his work, I appreciate the dark humor of the CD's title 
(given that the chain-smoking Zevon is dying from lung 
cancer — or lack of "wind"). I also appreciate the fact that 
this collection is a rare and powerful testimony from some- 
one who once satirized and taunted death and now has 
come face-to-face with his own mortality. 

As one might expect, the themes here run the gamut 
from melancholy and bittersweet ("El Amor De Mi Vida," 
"Keep Me In Your Heart") to angry and resentful ("Numb 
As A Statue," "Rub Me Raw") to grim acceptance ("Please 
Stay"); but there's also plenty here which celebrates the 
singer-songwriter's vibrant rock spirit and legacy, includ- 
ing a rollicking duet with Bruce Springsteen titled "Disor- 
der In The House," "The Rest of the Night" and "Prison 
Grove," which features an ensemble of Zevon's fellow 
rockers on backing vocals. 

It's not surprising that Zevon, the quintessential 
musician's musician, has drawn an all-star cast to bid him 
a fond farewell on this session. In addition to Springsteen, 
the CD also boasts the talents of Eagles Don Henley, Joe 
Walsh and Timothy B. Schmidt, Tom Petty, Jackson Browne, 
Emmylou Harris, Dwight Yoakam, Ry Cooder, T-Bone 
Burnette, Tommy Shaw, John Waite, and even friend Billy 




Bob Thornton, all lending support and encouragement to 
their friend in his time of need. Given that most of these 
artists have collaborated with Zevon in the past, it doesn't 
come off as a cheap ploy to sell the CD as a "farewell ben- 
efit," either. 

Surprisingly, the most compelling track here is a cover 
of Bob Dylan's classic "Knockin' On Heaven's Door," 
which sounds all the more haunting and chilling coming 
from a man whose days are literally numbered. There's a 
certain urgency and heartfelt emotion that comes through 
Zevon's vocals on this standard, and after watching the 
great VHl "Inside Out" special on the making of the al- 
bum this past week, it's understandable. 

Zevon recorded the track on the night before his land- 
mark appearance on The Late Show with David Letterman 
last year — a performance he suspected would be his last 
— and during a point at which he feared he wouldn't sur- 
vive to complete the album. Despite the gravity of the situ- 
ation, Zevon still managed to joke with longtime friend 
Letterman (announcing "dead man walking" when he 
exited his chauffeured limo and jovially telling Dave he 
plans to ''enjoy every sandwich" from now on). Thank- 
fully, Zevon not only lived to see the album through, but 
also to see the recent birth of his twin grandsons. 

Although a solid and inspired session. The Wind may 
not become a venerable classic like Zevon's enduring mas- 
terpiece Excitable Boy, but it will certainly remain a testa- 
ment to an artist who continues to smile in the face of ad- 
versity ... just like that grinning, cigarette-smoking skull.
